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Hurstmonceaux Castle dates from the year 1440, when 
it was built by Sir Roger de Fynes (or Fiennes) at a 
cost of the then enormous sum of £3,800. Viewed from 
the outside it is a picturesque ruin with its surrounding 
moat, but examination shows it to be a mere shell, the 
interior having been destroyed during the eighteenth 
century, and the material used for the enlarging of the 
neighbouring Hurstmonceaux Place. 
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
